1 . Claims 2-4, 6 are allowable over the prior art of records. 

2. The instant application is deemed to be directed to an unobvious 
improvement over the invention of Pat. No. 6,070,215 and 6,519,670. The 
improvement features include a third circuit configuration is arranged, which is 
equipped with a second output port that is connected with the first output port 
through a logical OR function, wherein the wait signal is sent from the output port 
of the OR function to the input port of the first circuit configuration as long as one 
of the circuit configurations transmits a wait signal. The examiner agreed to allow 
the case after incorporating the above allowable features into the claims 2 and 6. 

The remaining claims, not specifically mentioned, are allowed for the same 
rationale as set for claims 2 and 6.
